able. If war should ultimately come, 
then Italian danger would be greatly 
increased as a result of French po- 
licy. 


Pan-Slav Threat Remains 


Nor are the Italians less 
angry 


over French support for Czecho-Slo- 
val-viii, for in the back of the Italian 
mind the Fan-Slav threat 
remains. 
Thus you have Italy tending steadily 
toward membership in a counter-al- 
lialnce. made up of Italy, Germany, 
Hungary and Bulgaria. 
Austria for 


the moment has passed under Czech 
influence. 
Here again Italy has 
a 


partial responsibility, for it was Ital- 
ian support of Hungarian claims to 
Biirgeiiland which deprived Austria 
of a portion of the territory origin- 
ally all assigned to her. 
And. Italy 


was actuated by the fear that this 
Burgenland strip would be 
trans- 


formed into a corridor 
connecting 


Czecho-Slovakia 
with 
Jugo-Slavia. 


Moreover, it is not difficult to believe 
t h a t Greece will. too. in time, gravi- 
tate to the Little Entente. 


Two great problems, then, domin- 


ate the immediate future for King 
Alexander. 
He has a ways to make 


face to Italian hostility. 
He has to 


play a not inconsiderable role 
in 


European councils, where he will us- 
ually be found on the side of the 
French, who have been his constant 
friend and in whose army his father. 
Peter, fought Germany in 1STO. The. 
Litth 
7 1 Entente is bound to stand with 


France in the maintenance of the. 
treaties made at Paris and thus to 
oppose all revision, even that which 
is nromoted by Lloyd George. 


It was the association of the Little 


Entente. a.nd Belgium and Poland as 
well, with France at Genoa which 
wrecked the conference and brought, 
ruin to all of Lloyd George's fondest 
hopes. It is the Little Entente which 
blocks Italian ambition to play a con- 
trolling part in the Balkans and back 
of the Little Entente the Italians, not 
unnaturally, see France. 


Despite its present poverty, as a 


result of Ihe AYorld War. and despite 
the absence of railways. Jugo-Slavia 
is a country rich in minerals, with 
magnificent 
agricultural resources. 


Given orderly government and exter- 
nal peace for u generation, its popu- 
lation will double and it will become. 
if not a great power, at least a state 
which must be reckoned with in all 
European combinations. Allied with 
Greece and Rumania it will stand sol- 
idly against. Italian aspirations on 
the Adriatic and the. Aegean; allied 
with Czheco-Slovakia it will restrain 
Hungarian hopes of restoring 
the 


Magyar state. 
A.nd in any war its 


army must be reckoned with as a 
factor of no mean importance. 


In the past three years the Ameri- 


can public has far too 
completely 


concentrated its attention upon the 
west of Europe and upon events in 
London. Paris and Berlin. 
In the. 


Xew Europe which' is slowly taking 
form, the Succession States 
which 


compose the Little Entente are de- 
stined to play an increasingly import- 
am role and their influence at Genoa 
WHS decisive. 
And if the 
French 


have totally failed to persuade either 
the Vnited States or Britain to ac- 
cept their views as to European af- 
fairs, they have, in part at least. 
compensated for this failure by their 
success in finding common 
ground 


for co-operation with the Little En- 
tente and Pland and this 
success 


gives them an influence on the con- 
tinent today which has hardly been 
adequately appraised either iu Lon- 
don or Washington. 


On the ot.her hand this very suc- 


cess is tending to raise an opposing 
system of alliances, with Italy as the 
cenier at the moment, and Germany 
as the eventual senior partner. 
Con- 


trary to all American 
expectations 


and British hopes, the continent of 
Europe is reverting to its old order 
of alliances and recent events have 
disclosed the extent to which Ihe 
process has gone. 
Moreover, unless 


all signs fail we shall have 
even 


more impressive evidence of this evo- 
lution in the next few months. Mean- 
time it is interesting to perceive a 
natural political association streng- 
thened by dynastic alliance, while the 
German branch of the Hohen7oilp>r.s 
continues in eclipse the 
Rumanian 


has extended its influence to Belgrade 
and Athens.

A divorce action does not come 


about suddenly as the result of 
a domestic "flare-up." 


Tracing the history of disrup- 


tion of a family through years 
of difficulties up to the climax 
of divorce, is as logical in its de- 
velopment as cause and c-ffeet. 


Practically p third of the cases 


have antecedent cases of nonsup- 
port, drunkenness and deHnqnen- 
cy. 
From Novell.jer 1. 1020. to No- 


vember 1, 1021, So cases were filed 
with the clerk of court, or S5 actions 
wore started. 
In 52 of the cases di- 


vorces were granted or denied and so 
far as the court, was concerned the 
crises were closed.
